Work at the Stuft Resumed To-Bay with 


22 Men. 


Since the strike Saturday among the 


miners against the ten cents reduction for 
digging coal by the ton, the company 
have been keeping up eteam daily, repair- 
ing machinery and cleaning oat portions 
of the mine. Yesterday the company de- 
cided to resume operations to-day, and 
this morning work in the mine commenc- 
ed without any interference from the 
strikers. The force presenting themselves 
for work embraced 22 men, a few of whom, 
a representative of the company states, 
attended the Friday night meeting when 
the miners determined not to submit to 
the 10 cents reduction. These men are 
represented as having said that they did 
not vote to strike, and therefore they feel 
tree to work for the company., Most of 
the miners at work to-day were formerly 
employed by the company as day men. 


Though the force is small the company 


hoisting coal to-day and supplying 


teams that are hauling it away. A mem- 
ber of the company states that they ex- 
pect to have 60 to 60 men at work to-mor- 
row at the 70 cents rate. They apprehend 
no trouble. The strikers are quiet to-day, 
and so far as known there is no prospect 
of violence of any character. 


THE STBIRBRS. 


A RErmiLIOAa reporter talked with a 


squad of the striking miners this fore- 
noon. They say that not one of the men 
who quit work Friday night have or will 
return to the mine. They say furthermore 
that the 10 cents reduction is not right, 
and that though two-thirds of those hold- 
ing out against the company have fami- 
lies depending upon them for support, 
they will stand firm until the miners' com- 
mittee effects a compromise. 


Contract Liet. 


Yesterday the bids made for the erec- 


tion of the Peter Loeb business block on 
North Water street, were opened, and 
M. G. Patterson, the architect, who drew 
the plans, was awarded the contract. As 
soon as the excavation is completed the 
brick laying will commence. 


LAST night Marshal Mason and a squad 


of policemen visited the hillside beyond 
Mr. Samuel Powers' residence. 
They 


made the trip to capture four tough look- 
ing tramps that had bean making them- 
selves obnoxious in that neighborhood. 
The officers got but one of the trampp. 
He was lodged in the county jail.

menced laying 170 feet of brick sidewalk, 
7 feet wide, in front of his property on 
South Main street below Wood. The 
width is in compliance with the ordinance 
recently adopted by tte council.

The Tramp Question. 


The twin cities, Champaign and Urbana, 


are overrun with tramps because, per- 
haps, they have not the "ball and chain 
gang racket," such as has worked so suc- 
cessfully in Decatur during the past two 
years. A writer in the Urbana Hei aid 
of this week thus discusses the tramp 
question: "It ought nst to bo said that 
ull able-bodied men who auk for food or 
clothing are criminals according to the 
definitions of the law; but it may be as- 
serted that all such are shiftless, worthless 
fellows, without respect for themselves or 
others. Some of them are willing to 
work, at least for a time, when a job suits 
them; but none of them are really in 
earnest about earning an honest and re- 
spectable living. No one need beg. Do 
they ask for work? When it seems evi- 
dent there is none to do, or when it may 
be real hugner that drives them to it. 
Perhaps in a few of these men a lingering 
remnant of manhood in them prompts tbe 
desire to earn a meal rather than have it 
without recompense; but it is too weak 
to cause them to really with to secure for 
a year's wages a year's respectable sup- 
port. Shame on them' at the very best. 
Almost every one is given to drinking and 
debauchery, from wbich it is only a step 
to crime.

tramps without a full equivalent in labor 
at not too high a price, say ten cents an 
hour of good work; let the asking, save 
of the authorities, for something to eat or 
wear by an able-bodied man be by law a 
misdemeanor and liable to punishment; 
let every town have some means of setting 
such roving men at hard labor for half 
wages or no wages, but food and lodging, 
and compelling them to serve some stated 
time; let the Hontiment of citizens be 
strongly against aiding or encouraging 
tramping and these men will soon turn to 
something that pays better for themselves 
and for nil."
